Historic house gutted by fire

fire sparked by a woodstove ripped 
Arent a house at 66 Cross St. Mon- 
day morning, killing a cat, injuring a 
dog and gutting the house. Richard J. 
Bonier, the only resident of the house, was 
not at home at the time of the 10 a.m. fire. 

The house, built in 1780 by Colonel Love- 
joy, may not be salvageable, according to 
Frances Downing, Mr. Bonier’s daughter. 
She said contractors looked at it after the 
fire. 

“They have a feeling they aren’t going to 
be able to save it,” she said Tuesday. “We 
hoped it would be restorable. There’s quite 
a lot of heat and smoke damage.” 

Her father has lived in the house since 


1964. It may once have been used as a stop 
on the Underground Railroad in the 1800s, 
according to the Andover Historical Soci- 
ety. 

Nancy Mutch, of 61 Cross St., called the 
fire department after seeing smoke coming 
from the chimney and area around the 
chimney of the house. By the time firefight- 
ers arrived a few moments later, the one 
story addition to the two-story, Cape-style 
house was fully involved in fire. 

“The main body of fire was in the single- 
story, east end of the structure, extending 
into the main two-story portion of the 
building,” Deputy Fire Chief Robert Boush 
said.

Sen. O’Brien seeks 
rights for grandparents 


State Senator John D. O’Brien. D 
Andover, has filed legislation that 
seeks to broaden grandparents’ ability 
to seek visitation rights to their grand 
children. 

Under Massachusetts law, not all 
grandparents may ask the court for 
Visitation rights to their grandchil- 
dren. If a child’s parents are divorced. 
deceased or married but living apart, 
grandparents may ask the court for 
Visitation rights. Grandparents may 
ask the court for visitation rights in 
the case of a child born out of wedlock 
if the child’s father has been deter- 
mined by a court or has signed an 
acknowledgement of paternity and the 
child’s parents do not live together, 

Under the legislation filed by Sen. 
O'Brien, the criteria would be expand- 
ed to give the court the authority to 
decide on a case-by-case basis which 
grandparents should be allowed to 
seek visitation rights. Decisions by the 
court would take into consideration 
the best interest of the child. 

Sen. O’Brien said, “By making this 
technical change to the current law, 
we will be able to win a major victory 
for grandparents across the state. 
Regardless of family circumstances. 
grandparents should be allowed the 
opportunity to seek visitation rights to 
their grandchildren and I am pleased 
that Donna Tilton from Grandparents 
United for Children’s Rights brought 
this issue to » my attention. 
The legislation has been co-sponsored 
by Ms. Tilton and 33 elected officials.

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School Committee hires computer guru

The schools have selected the man who 
will lead its more than $4 million technology 
initiative during the next year. 


William A. Hunzeker, head of Square C 
Squared Systems of Auburn, N.H., will be 
hired for $75,000, as the result of a School 
Committee vote Tuesday. His salary will be 
paid out of the separate $2 million technolo 
gy bond approved at the 1994 Town Meeting. 


Although Mr. Hunzeker does not have any 
experience working with school systems, 
Dick Neal, superintendent, said this did not 
concern him because Mr. Hunzeker will not 
create educational curriculum. Educators 
will still do this, while Mr. Hunzeker will 
help teachers to “make a decision based on 
some informed feedback” as to what technol 
ogy they should use, said Mr. Neal. 

Mr. Hunzeker will work closely with one 
teacher on a technology stipend from each 
school. 

Mr. Hunzeker’s 12 months of service need 
not be consecutive. For instance, he may not 
work during the summer when teachers will 
be out of school. There will be check points 
every three months where either the school 
system or Mr. Hunzeker can decide the situa 
tion is not working as expected. At such a 
point, one party can terminate the contract 


Although the committee ultimately decid- 
ed to hire the technology project manager, 
the decision was not arrived at easily. 


Lloyd Willey and Susan Dalton, commit 
tee members, were concerned about approv 
ing a motion to hire Mr. Hunzeker because 
they did not believe the schools had a 
detailed enough list of what was to be expect- 
ed of him. 


Fearing more time would pass before a 
leader for the technology initiative was 
named, David Birnbach began to become 
concerned, noting that both the schools ad 
hoc technology committee and the adminis- 
tration were supporting the decision to hire 
a technology manager. 
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Lloyd Willey wants the pro- 


posal nailed down. 


“Let’s get going. Let’s get mov- 
ing, particularly with the bless 
ing of the hard-working technol- 
ogy committee,” said Mr. Birn- 
bach. 

At one point he become so 
frustrated, he exclaimed, “I don't 
believe where I’m sitting. Is this 
Andover, Mass? Is this 1996?”

Andover’s Memorial Hall Library 
has a circulation problem even its 
librarians can’t handle. It isn’t getting 
enough fresh air. 

“It’s one of those sort of things you 
don’t notice right away,” Bridget Ben- 
nett, children’s librarian, said of the 
library air. “It’s so dry. Whatever it is, 
the effect has been to cause some prob- 
lems. Several of us have had repeated 
respiratory problems here. We do feel 
the air quality has not been optimal.”

To temporarily correct the problem 
the library is using free-standing 
humidifiers and in warmer weather 
has sometimes opened windows. Peo- 
ple such as Ms. Bennett, who work 
near entrances, get some help because 
“we're getting some additional fresh 
air just by the opening of the door.” 

But to truly deal with the issue, the 
town is looking for Town Meeting to 
approve an expenditure of $250,000. 

This will allow the library’s heating, 
ventilation and air-conditioning sys- 


tem to be redesigned. Workers will 
place new air handlers in the lower lev- 
els and large sections of the system will 
be replaced. 

A simple explanation of the problem 
is that there’s not enough fresh air in 
the lower levels — in the children’s 
room and inter-library loan office on 
the bottom floor and in the stacks on 
the second floor — said Jim Sutton, 
library director. Some staff members 
have complained about headaches and 
feeling sleepy, he said, while others say

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Residents push for parking changes on Abbot/School streets 


Selectmen reduce all-day

bout a dozen residents 
Az selectmen Monday 
ight to reduce the amount 
of parking allowed on School and 
Abbot streets, but board members 
gave them less than what they 
asked for. 

The board banned parking on 
the: 

+ South side of Abbot Street, 
from School Street to Phillips 
Street; 

* North side of Abbot Street, 
from School Street for a distance 
of 20 feet. (Residents had wanted 
no parking on the north side from 
School Street to Phillips Street): 

* West side of School Street, 
from Abbot Street to a distance 70 
feet north and south of Abbot 
Street; 

* West side of School Street 
from the two-way Abbot Campus 
driveway, located 400 feet south 
of Abbot Street, to a distance of 50 
feet north of the driveway and 40 
feet south of the driveway. 

“They will go into effect imme- 
diately, but enforcement won't 
Start until we have it properly 
posted.” Lt. Philip Froburg, oper- 
ations commander at. the 
Andover Police Department, said 
of the new regulations. 

Neighbors say traffic is terri- 
ble in the area due to parents 


dropping off and picking up chil- 
dren at the Andover Community 
Childcare, at 18 School St. Ongo- 
ing construction at Phillips 
Academy adds to the parking 
problem, as do PA employees and 
commuters who take advantage 
of the all-day parking available 
on Abbot Street. The neighbors 
wanted to ban day-time parking 
on both sides of Abbot Street. 

David Sand, of 17 Abbot St., 
said he sees kids jumping in and 
out of cars to cross Abbot Street 
all the time. 

“It’s a mess and it’s only get- 
ting worse,” said Jane Rosman, of 
51 School St. 

“I have to admit I really can’t 
understand the ferocious reluc- 
tance” to closing both sides of the 
street, said Ron Hill, of 15 Abbot St. 

But Lt. Froburg said banning 
parking on one side of the street 
is all that is needed to resolve the 
safety issue, and that banning 
parking on the north side of 
Abbot Street would be a hardship 
for those who use the parking. 

“That is not a safety issue. It is 
more of a convenience for the res- 
idents,” the lieutenant said. And 
while he said he would like to 
accommodate the residents, he 
said there has to be some on- 
street parking available.

when its water 

supply was contaminated and that 
town was buying water from Andover, 
Ms. Gilmore said. 

North Andover passed a “phase- 
development bylaw” in 1986, but it was 
not really a moratorium, according to 
Bob Nicetta, North Andover building 
inspector. 


“They slowed it down through a 


phase development,” said Mr. Nicetta, 
who was not working in North 
Andover at the time. 

The bylaw, which is still on the 
books, controls how many lots of a 
development can be built in a given 
year. For example, in a one- to six-lot 
development, all the lots could be built 
in one year. In a seven- to 20-lot devel- 
opment, no more than 10 houses could 
be built each year; 21 to 34 lots, only 33 
percent a year; 35 to 50 lots, no more 
than 25 percent each year. (This is sim- 
ilar to a bylaw proposal Andover vot- 
ers will see at April Town Meeting.) 

“It’s still in effect, but different 
things come into it,” Mr. Nicetta said. 

One of those “things” is that a devel- 
oper has a right to seek a variance 
from the Board of Appeals to get 
around the restriction. 

Tom Urbelis, Andover town counsel, 
said it is premature for him to com- 
ment on the legal ramifications of lim- 
iting permits. But he said he currently 
is looking at the issue as it applies to at 


least one article on 
the upcoming 
Town Meeting war- 
rant. 

Rezoning 

The only way to 
stop development 
is with rezoning, 
according to Mr. 
Colyer. 

Ms. Gilmore 
agrees with that 
sentiment, if rezon- 
ing can be accom- 
plished. But she 
said most commu- 
nities take too con- 
servative an 
approach to zoning. 

“It’s a serious 
battle,” she said. 

Ms. Gilmore 
gave as an example 
the Rose Champy 
land adjacent to 
Den Rock Park. 
Two bids in the 
past year to rezone 
that property have failed at town meet- 
ing, despite the support of planners 
and selectmen in the last effort. Both 
those proposals have been resubmitted 
and are likely to be back on the war- 
rant this April. 

“The (Champy) rezoning, in my 
opinion, would not have hurt anything 
at all,” Ms. Gilmore said. 

“Rezoning is a very poor tool (to 
slow down growth) because it’s so 
tough to come by,” Ms. Gilmore said. 
“As a growth management tool, zoning 
changes would probably be the last one 
I would ever consider, especially in 
Andover.” 

A bid to change minimum lot sizes 
in SRA zones from one to two acres 
failed in Andover several years ago. 
But the town of Edgartown passed a 
bylaw requiring three-acre house lots 
and it was recently upheld in court. 
That case is being seen as a landmark 
decision across the state, and as sup- 
port for the notion that a community 
can control and direct its development. 
Backfire 

Both moratoriums and rezoning 
efforts aimed at reducing development 
can backfire, at least in the short term. 

As soon as land owners or develop- 
ers hear a moratorium is being consid- 
ered, or that a proposal is coming up 
for restrictive zoning, subdivision 
plans usually flood the building office, 
and properties that might not have 
been developed for years -— if at all - are 
suddenly on the drawing board, Mr. 
Colyer said. The Title 5 septic scare 
last year was an example of that, he 
said. When the new, stricter regula- 
tions were looming, the building 
department was hit with a flurry of 
plans from those who feared losing 
their opportunity to build, or having to 
spend a lot more money to do so once 
the new septic rules were in place. 

And as far as rezoning is concerned, 
any plans already approved when zon- 
ing is changed are protected for eight 
years. So instead of halting or slowing

construction, it can hasten it because 
builders then would have deadlines for 
completing their work. 

Yvon Cormier, owner of Andover 
Country Club, has subdivision plans 
already approved for more than 150 
houses in one development. If he were 
put into a position to have to build all 
those homes in a short period of time 
or chance losing them, that could cause 
a significant impact on schools and the 
community. It throws off a more natu- 
ral progression of growth, Mr. Colyer 
said. 

“There’s kind of this ebb and flow of 
growth rates and support services, how 


they keep up with each other,” Mr. 
Colyer said. That balance would be 
knocked for a loop by either a morato- 
rium or rezoning threat, he said. 

“To my knowledge, I don’t know of 
any town or city in the Commonwealth 
that has been able to develop controls 
to limit growth,” Ms. Gilmore said. 

“Growth is inevitable as long as 
there’s room to grow. It’s a matter of 
sequencing it. Putting the breaks on it 
all at once - that creates chaos,” Mr. 
Colyer said.

The last of nine Brookside Drive 
families displaced by a fire in their 
apartment building Jan. 7 returned to 
their home this past weekend. 

All nine families had been housed 
at the Courtyard by Marriott hotel on 
Campanelli drive after the fire. 

The fire was started by an incense 
punk mishandled by an 8-year-old boy 
in one of the apartments, according to 
Deputy Fire Chief Robert Boush. 
Flames gutted that apartment and 
caused smoke damage throughout the 
eight-unit building and an attached 
townhouse. Deputy Boush credited 
firefighters with confining what he 
described as a very hot fire to the one 
apartment. 

“It was quite a stop,” Deputy Boush 
said. 

Charlene Dyke, Brookside Estates 
office assistant, said this week that all 
the damage has been repaired in the 
building except for the one unit gutted 
by the fire, where reconstruction is 
still ongoing. The family from that 
apartment has been moved to another 
unit in the complex. 

Ms. Dyke said several donations 
were received from other tenants to 
aid the family who lost their posses- 
sions in the fire. Putnam Furniture in 
Chelmsford donated three months of 
free furniture rental to the family, and 
a little girl who lost a bird to smoke 


well below freezing at the time of the 
fire. 


Mr. Bonier, 63, a psychologist, 
viewed the damage late Monday after- 
noon. He spent Monday evening at the 
house of his ex-wife, Carolyn Bonier, 
on Chestnut Street, and will be staying 
with his girlfriend in South Boston for 
the immediate future, according to his 
daughter.

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski, in our 
opinion, had developed an inexpensive and 
creative way to get some of the work done 
in his office. Mr. Stapczynski used to have 
two people working in his office. That was 
cut to 1.5 people, and now he has only one: 
a personal secretary who, according to 
Selectman Jerry Silverman, is often doing 
mundane chores and is therefore not avail- 
able for more important business. 

Mr. Stapcezynski has added $10,000 to his 
budget for two positions: a high-school stu- 
dent to do some simple, part-time clerical 
work and a college intern to do some of the 
projects the manager is unable to complete 
today. The selectmen discussed the $10,000 
item for more than 30 minutes, with Select- 
man Barry. Fineggld saying again and 
again that the item should be cut. “We're 
nickel and diming something that’s ridicu- 
lous,” said Mr. Silverman. We agree with 
Mr. Silverman. 

In the town’s drive to complete the 
_ school building project, and therefore to 
‘cut spending from any place possible, let’s 

not lose our heads, which is what music 
teacher Stephen Heimlich seems to have 


done with his misinformed letter to par-- 


ents, and what Selectman Finegold seems 
to have done in suggesting a $10,000 cut 
that is pretty much nickel and diming the 
budget to death.

Worrying about 
music in the schools 


Editor, Townsman: 

I understand that the School Com- 
mittee has voted to eliminate instru- 
mental music programs in the elemen- 
tary schools. Two of the three positions 
would be eliminated and the remaining 
instructor would then be responsible 
for both band and orchestra in the mid- 
dle and high schools. 

Programs outside of school hours 
such as All Town Orchestra and middle 
school Jazz Band would be eliminated. 
I understand that this is being done to 
try to reduce the school budget to the 
amount that the town administration 
wants to recommend to Town Meeting. 
These changes would effectively 
destroy instrumental music in the 
Andover schools since the elementary 
programs act as feeders to the middle 
school and high school programs. 

In my opinion this is not a good way 
to meet the budget necessities. Instru- 
mental music should be an important 
part of the educational experience. 
There have been comments that not 
many children would be affected. | 
understand that there are approxi- 
mately 100 band and string students in 
each elementary school. This looks to 
be about 28 percent of the third-, fourth- 
and fifth-grade students. This is both a 
significant number and percentage. 

I understand that the difference 
between the budget estimated by the 
school administration and the amount 
allocated by the town manager is about 
$1 million of a total $27 million or about 
4 percent. To meet that 4-percent reduc- 
tion, the music program is taking a 23- 
percent reduction in salaries. While I 
don’t believe that there is a specific 
anti-music agenda, I do feel that this is 
not an equitable distribution of reduc- 
tions. In the following paragraphs I will 
offer some thought as to the value of 
the instrumental music program. Note 
that as with most of education, the 
lessons are best learned at the earliest 
possible age. 

I have never heard of a culture that 
did not produce music and that did not 
also produce music by other than vocal 
means. Music is as basic to the human 
intellect as language. Music, along with 
mathematics and visual art, is a non- 
verbal mode of thought. The child’s 
intellect is stretched by exercising 
these portions of the mind. Instrumen- 
tal music also produces whole-body 
involvement exercising visual, aural 
and tactile senses and fine and gross 
motor skills. 

Music programs and particularly 
instrumental programs foster disci- 
pline in students. It quickly becomes 
obvious to the student that lack of prac- 
tice affects performance. There is 
immediate reward for practice. The 
student learns that one must work 
hard at a difficult task to achieve suc- 
cess. The nature of music allows the 


task, to be tailored to,the ability level of; 


evaluation; any player can and must 
learn to honestly evaluate his or her 
own performance. Self-motivation pro- 
ceeds from this knowledge. 

Music programs foster team work. 
The group performance is dependent 
on the individual. Each individual’s 
performance is reinforced and 
enhanced by the group. The group 
must act together. The success of the 
group is dependent on each individual. 
Each individual must be present at per- 
formances and must do their best. Ath- 
letics are highly praised for encourag- 
ing team work and rightly so. Music 
offers the same valuable experiences to 
the non-athlete. 


I am not a musician. | did have the 
benefits of instrumental music pro- 
grams in public school from fourth 
grade through high school. I have not 
played since high school. I believe that 
I was the recipient of some of the afore- 
mentioned benefits. | do have three 
children in the instrumental music 
programs in Andover. The one in ele- 
mentary school would be directly 
affected by this decision. The middle- 
and high-school students would be 
affected due to the personnel shift and 
the increased work load to the only 
remaining instrumental instructor 
should this decision be implemented. 

I believe that I would be as con- 
cerned about the cuts to the music pro- 
grams even if I did not have children in 
the school system since I believe that a 
community has a duty to provide the 
best possible education for its children. 
I would like the School Committee to 
consider my comments and to recon- 
sider its decision to gut the Andover 
school’s instrumental music program.

They forced us 
into a bunch of turnovers, they chased down every 
loose ball, they switched off and doubled a lot on the 
Mullers, and they out-rebounded us.
